To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, County 
of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall, in said village of North Stratford, on Tuesday, 
the eighth day of March, 1949, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the 
ensuing year, or to see if the town will vote to peti- 
tion the State Tax Commission to have an audit 
made by the Division of Municipal Accounting, and 
to make an-appropriation to cover the cost of such 
an audit. 

ARTICLE 3. To elect a treasurer for the en- 
suing year. é 

ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for 
three years, and all other town officers. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to 
continue the services of the Public Health Nurse 
and raise money for same. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the 
town will raise for highways, bridges and town 
maintenance. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise for the following: Libraries, 
Memorial Day, Skating Rinks, Sewers, Street Light- 
ing, Cemeteries, Retirement of Bonds, Long Term 
Notes, Interest, Insurance, Personal Bonds and 
any other money for the town.

ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to pledge the credit of the 
town to raise funds in anticipation of taxes, when 
necessary for the payment of obligations. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to administer or dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the town through tax 
collector’s deeds. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $93.03 to the 
White Mountains Region Association, being one 
1/100th of one per cent of the town valuation, (10c 
per $1000) for the purpose of issuing and distribut- 
ing printed matter, and advertising and otherwise 
publicizing the advantages of the town, in cooper- 
ation with the other 45 towns in the region.

Teachers 


There was a large turnover in the high school 
teaching staff again this year. Mr. Horace Schnare, 
a graduate of Keene Teachers College and ten years 
of successful teaching experience, was elected to the 
position of social studies teacher replacing Miss 
Gloria Arno, who resigned to accept a position in 
Rochester, N. H. as Director of Physical Education. 

Miss Mildred Mickelson replaced Mrs. Elizabeth 
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Stone as our home economics teacher. Miss Mary 
Petrella succeeded Miss Eugenia Fazio as teacher of 
English and French. 

Our elementary teachers participated in a 
Social Science Workshop at Groveton conducted by 
the State Department of Education under the 
supervision of Dr. Gertrude M. Lewis. The second- 
ary division was held in Lancaster. A complete 
study was made of the unit method of teaching 
and teachers worked cooperatively in the develop- 
ment of sample units of work. This intensive in- 
service training program gave us a real understand- 
ing of the purposes of social education and a pro- 
fessional zeal for greater participation in the pre- 
paration of our youth for democratic living. 


Mrs. Nathalie Fuller and Mrs. Ethel Wheeler 
attended the extension course in Art Education at 
Lancaster sponsored by the State Department of 
Education and taught by Dr. Mildred Landis, State 
Director of Fine Arts. The art instruction received 
by the children in the Stratford Hollow School and 
many excellent art projects completed by the chil- 
dren can be directly attributed to the knowledge 
and information received by these teachers from the 
extension course in Art Education. 


Our high schooi educational program is not un- 
like many programs of small high schools through- 
out the state. Our college preparatory courses are 
complete and adequate. Several new courses have 
been introduced to take care of varying interests 
and to keep pace with the economic and social 
changes of our democratic society. 

New textbooks have been purchased and we 
will soon be completely supplied with the latest edi- 
tions in textbook requirements. A new microscope 
was purchased for the science courses. This should 
prove a valuable teaching aid. 

Repairs were made on the furnace and new 
fluorescent lighting fixtures installed in the Strat- 
ford Hollow School. 

The slate roof of the high school building was 
completely repaired. Two classrooms were painted 
and the ceilings repaired and calsomined in several

classrooms and hallways. The annual boiler in- 
spection revealed several large cracks in the boiler 
which necessitated the purchase of a new steam 
boiler. 

Through the curtailment of some proposed 
expenditures, and the utilization of a cash balance 
on hand, the new furnace was completely paid for 
without need for further financial assistance, or a 
deficiency appropriation, to complete the current 
school year. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the citi- 
zens for their loyal support, to the teachers, for their 
cooperation and conscientious service, and to the 
School Board for their help in the administration 
of school affairs.
